NEW TIMES CORPORATION DIRECTOR DISMISSED BY WORKERS 
Workers Demands 
Accra GHANAIAN TIMES in English 3 Mar 82 p 5] 


[Excerpt] The managing director of the New Times Corporation, Mr Yaw Kankam-Nantwi, 
was yesterday forced by the workers of the corporation to withdraw two new appoint- 
ments he made arbitrarily and to apologize for his action. 


This followed Mr Kankam-Nantwi's frank admission and apology to the workers through 
the People's Defence Committee that he did not conform to the correct procedure 
in appointing the officers. 


The posts involved were those of the corporation secretary and personnel officer, 
whose appointments were neither made with the knowledge of other executives of the 
corporation nor that of the PDC. 


This was announced by Mr Dan Awah, chairman of the New Times Corporation PDC at a 
workers' assembly at the factory in Accra yesterday. 





These withdrawals led to the cooling down of tempers of the entire workers who 
could not understand the sudden unilateral action of the managing director. They, 
therefore, planned to advise themselves. 


Workers' Take-Over

[Excerpts] Workers of the New Times Corporation yesterday took the administration 
of the corporation and demanded that the Managing Director, Mr Yaw Kankam-Nantwi, 
should proceed on a "short" leave with immediate effect for alleged maladministra- 
tion and financial mismanagement. 


This demand, contained in a nine-point resolution adopted by the workers at a Peo- 
ple's Assembly in Accra, was later endorsed by Mr Ato Austin, PNDC Secretary for 
Information, after he had satisfied himself that the workers were fed up with Mr 
Kankam-Nantwi's administration. 


Mr Ato Austin also agreed to institute a probe into the affairs of the corporation 
with a view to restructuring the whole establishment. 











They also requested that the Secretary for Information should authorize the NTC- 
PDC to institute a full-scale and open vetting of all employees whose appointments, 
behaviour and lifestyle appeared inimical to the goals of the revolution. 


The workers recommended that in the meantime, the corporation should be managed by 
an interim management committee made up of the People's Defence Committee, one repre- 
sentative of the local union executive, one member of the corporation's executives 
and a member of the Senior Staff Association. 


Addressing the workers, Mr Austin assured them that he welcomed the wind of change 
blowing in the corporation because the destiny of the corporation now lay in their 
own hands. 


Mr Kankam-Nantwi was booed and jeered by the workers as he was driven away from 


the yard in one of the corporation's cars in the company of the Editor of the 
"GHANAIAN TIMES‘.

"LEGON OBSERVER EDITORIAL ATTACKED AS REACTIONARY

[Text] The LEGON OBSERVER (Feb. 12-25 edition) Editorial had two clear aims. The 
first was to denounce the deployment of students to spearhead the revolution; the 
second was to condemn the revolution as not in accord with the reactionary intel- 
lectuals' pet theories of Western democracy. 


The Editorial represented the voice of a whole lot of lecturers at the University 
of Ghana, Legon, because the arguments it put forth are the same arguments which 
these lecturers readily press home to anyone who is prepared to listen to their 
reasons for not being happy about the revolution. 


So whether or not "the Universiti; of Ghana and its departments are in no way con- 
nected with the LEGON OBSERVER", there is no doubt that the Editorial spoke col- 
lectively for a common interest group which is harboured and protected at the uni- 
versity. The Editorial also leaves no doubt that this interest group stands against 
the December 31 People's Revolution. 


The Editorial tried, unsuccessfully, to discredit students’ involvement in the 
revolution by attempting to give the impression that the students are being forced 
against their will, and to discredit the NUGS leadership. But the attempt is false 
and unimaginative because, in the first place, the decision to suspend the re- 
opening of the universities was taken by the PNDC and not by NUGS; and in the sec- 
ond place, because the enthusiasm being demonstrated by students for accomplishing 
the important tasks assigned them in the revolution speaks for itself. 


It is also dishonest for the reactionary group at Legon to try to bandy about their 
pet theories of Western democracy, because their own actions show that they them- 
selves don't believe these theories. 


The empty Western theories of democracy which they preach of the so-called freedom 
of speech, assembly, religion, and the vote are not the theories which the reaction- 
ary intellectuals practise. What they practise in pursuit of their own comfort 

is the democracy of getting food, good education, secure employment, and respectable 
accommodation, the very things which the revolution seeks to make available to all 
Ghanaians and no more to only the parasites of the society. 














The reactionaries at Legon know that democracy has no meaning when it does not ap- 
ply to the stomach. That is why you see these reactionary Ghanaian lecturers and 
the anti-people expatriate lecturers whom they hob-nob with at the campus always 
struggling with the common people in the market to get their foodstuffs first. 
They practise the democracy of sufficient food. 


Indeed, if a check is made to see how much these lecturers received out of the 
‘essential’ commodities allocated to the university for distribution to its com 
munity in the last two years, it may be discovered that what these lecturers cared 
for in the way of democratizing the distribution was to take the lion's share, 
leaving little for the workers. The University Workers Union should look into 
this, to see how they were cheated by the democrats. 


These lecturers have advised successive governments of this country in the last 
decade-and-half, but the governments failed to uphold the interests of the masses 
of the people because the lecturers’ theories »f Western democracy were not more 
meaningful than the fine but irrelevant English which they could speak. 


What did these lecturers ever do in support of the common people on the many occa- 
sions when the labour movement took action to press workers’ demands for better 
conditions? They opposed these demands by writing wordy theories on inflation 

and the relation between wages and productivity. 


The only occasion on which these lecturers ever rise up in action against the gov- 
ernment is to join the so-called Professional Bodies on any issue which they see 
as a threat to their own reactionary class interests. These lecturers have never 
stood with the common people. 


The Western concept of democracy--i.e. the security of the interests of the elite 
class--which is preached by the reactionaries from Legon must stop. The common 
people are now preaching democracy in terms of social justice so that the masses 
of the people, too, may enjoy the social rights which are theirs. 


Many progressive lecturers from Legon have joined the common people in this cru- 
sade, because they have never sided with their reactionary counterparts in blowing 
the empty air of Western democracy. The reactionary lecturers are either in the 
revolution or out of it. Time will find them out. 


Meanwhile, they can be assured that the PNDC will not guide the path of the peo- 
ple's revolution according to their reactionary prescriptions. If they force a 
contest, they and their masters would be the losers. The common people's cause 
will not be destroyed.

How can our major propaganda media, that is, GBC-TV and GBC-Radios 1 and 2, per- 
mit so many "Ghanaian-Afro-Americans" to be on the air unconsciously/subconsciously 
giving aid and comfort to our enemies, and being paid with the hard-earned tax 
money of a Ghanaian Citizen? It can only happen in Ghana. 


The following is a true story. 


Tt happened on Friday, February 19, 1982, from 2 p. m. to 2.15 p. m. on the Ghana 
Broadcasting Corporation's Educational Programme for school children. 


A lady-teacher was doing a programme in which she was supposed to be chatting/in- 
structing an imagined class of children. 











Lady Teacher: Hello children! I am happy that we are together again. Today we will 
learn a new song. 


The teacher then went on to teach her class one of those out-dated un-African songs, 
based on the "Ten Green Bottles Setting On A Wall" theme. As a trained teacher 
myself (Achimota College), I know that the object of this song is to song-teach 
elementary arithmetic. 


You know, if one bottle should accidentally fall, then there'll be nine green bot- 
tles setting on a wall...and so on down to the final there'll be no green bottle, 
setting on a wall. "I had hoped that by now, something African along the same 
lines would have been introduced to replace the old "Colo" one. 


Lady-Teacher: And now children, look around your school compound and tell me what 
you see. (Short-pause) Yes, what did you see? (Short-pause) One of you saw a 
tiger. (Pause) Another saw a snake. (Pause) Another saw a spider..." etc. 

Such a jesson is intended to test the powers of observation and alertness in the 
child. All teachers know this exercise. But what I want to know from this lady- 
teacher is where the "tiger" and the "snake" came into the picture. 


This is the sort of anti-African things which Kwame Karikari is trying to have 
stopped at GBC. Maybe the lady-teacher wants the world to know that it is true that 
when one comes to Africa one could see tigers, and lions, and wolves roaming freely 
among the people... She is a dumb teacher! She should not be permitted to teach 
on the air or in any Ghanaian classroom. 


Does she not know that there are no tigers in Ghana! Does she not know that snakes 
are nocturnal creatures which normally hide under a bush or somewhere dark in the 
day and hardly come out in broad daylight...and that a school compound where there 
is so much activity by school children is the last place these timid creatures 
would prefer to the safety of a drak, bushy place? 


GBC is so full of these mis-informed, dumb, anti-African people. It's tragic. 


The first time I saw a lion was at the London Zoo. I don't have a tail like a mon- 
key. I don't sleep in trees like a baboon. Look at me...and look at me well GBC... 
I am an African, Black and proud! I am father of all civilization. I was, before 
the white-man became. Read about me in the books of history... “Old Africa Re- 
discovered", "The African Past: Chronicles From Antiquity To Modern Times", 
"African Kingdoms", "Guide To African History", "Discovering Our African Heritage", 
all of these books written by the authoritative African Historian, Basil Davidson. 

I can refer you to many many many many many other books about me. 


I repeat, when you read about me you would find that if anything, I am superior to 

any other race in this world. GBC, check up on my history and stop giving aid and 

comfort to my enemies. GBC, stop saying negative insulting, irresponsible and in- 

sane things about me, GBC, you were created by Kwame Nkrumah to educate us and our 
enemies about our history.

Addressing public servants at the Kwame Nkrumah Conference Centre in Accra, Mr 
Asamoah announced that from Monday, all public servants would move to the farms 
and warned that he would not like to see anybody coming to office in coat as from 
that day. 





He said a revolution could not succeed with wearing of coats but said that did not 
mean that people should not dress decently. 


Mr Asamoah said Ghanaians had endured hunger for far too long and it was time they 
all moved to the field to produce enough food to feed themselves and the nation. 


He said the PNDC would not allow the importation of food into the country any 
longer and called on every individual to get involved. 


He noted that the only problem facing the nation was lack of initiative by indivi- 
duals and how to move.

Patel said the maximum 
m-. “iniever coutd have 
nominated was four councillors, a 
third of the elected councillors. 

“It is our submission that the 
Minister exceeded his powers in 
nominatjng one more than four,” 
said the advocate. 

Mr. Patel said that if the court 
thought of quashing the nomina- 
tion of one of the councillors they 
should quash Ngila’s “since she

They were asked to pay 
13,000/- for a plot or 220,000/- for 
five-acre pieces of land. They felt 
the figures were unreasonable. 
Kiambu District Commissioner 
Julius Kobia yesterday cqnfirmed 
to the Nation that the matter had 
been referred to his office. The 
incident took place last weekend. 
Mr. Kobia said he would call a 
meeting of the shareholders. 
because complaints had been 


made to him by some. 


shareholders. 


The directors of the company: 


are proposing to buy 22,000 acres 
of land at Sukari Ranch in 
Kiambu. 

A shareholder said as director 
Charles Kibe Karanja was 
addressing the weekend meeting, 
some shareholders started getting 
unruly. 
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Members were also said to have 
heckled another official and when 
asked by the District Officer to 
disperse they refused. It was then 
that police were called in. 

Gatundu MP Ngengi Muigai 
yesterday said the shareholders 
never gave the directors a chance 
to explain the situation and 
neither did they give themselves 
a chance to suggest what they 
wanted. 

Instead, he said, they started 
shouting and demanding to be 
given plots. 

Mr. Muigai, an Assistant 
Minister for Livestock Develop- 
ment, said any shareholder who 
wanted his money back can be 
refunded by the directors 
together with interest. 

He, said his company,’ in 
which Mr. Charles Kibe Karanja 
is the chairman. was formed in 
1976 with the intention of buying 
Socfinaf farms which are foreign- 
owned 


Mr. Muigai said the directors 
would want the shareholders to 
buy a quarter-acre plots at 
13,000/- or buy five-acre farms at 
about 200,000/- each. 

He said the directors felt the 

rice of the plots was very low 
ause in some areas they cost 
between 30,000/- and 40,000/-. 
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PROFILE OF WAMUNYU LOCATION 


[Article by G-C M. Mutiso: 
Kenya's Wood-Carving"] 


[Text] WAMUNYJU, a little market 


on the Machakoe/Kitui road 
is known for wood-carving 
and ivory smuggling. But.that 
is just Wamunyu the trading 
centre. 

Wamunyu Location, where 
the centre is located is a dif- 
ferent story. The jradin, 
centre is 35 km from 
Machakos town but the 
location’s bouridary is muck 
nearer Machakos town. On: 
crosses into the location at 
the Kangundo junction. 

If one is observant, he will 
notice before getting to 
Wamunyu trading centre that 
the soils are sandy. Around 
the trading centre, the soil is 
= red. 

he sandy soils are on some 
kind of plateau and the sandy 
soils on the slopes of the Athi 
basin. 

These soil types have con- 
trolled the settlement of the 
location in times past and 
present. On sandy soil one 


can grow a crop even in situa- 
tions of very meagre rainfall. 

On the other hand, if there 
is drought, the red soils only 
produce grass .which 
obviously is not eaten by 
human beings. These facts 
led to the people settling on 
the higher ground with sandy 
soils and leaving the banks of 
the Athi to wild animals and 
grazing. a 

There is not a tradition of 
irrigation like that found in 
Mwala or Kangundo locations 
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next to Wamunyu. Many 
journalists have written about 
carving being the main’ 
economic activity in 
Wamunyu. ala 

This is not the whole truth. 
But it is true that the carvings 
are highly visible. You find 
them and the Wamunyu 
sellers in as diverse places as 
Amsterdam, Tjuana, and 
Tokyo. 

Lately they have been 
drawn into a co-operative 
with funds coming from 
development agencies. 

But Some are doubting 
whether the drawing of the 
carvers together really solves 
the problems of the small 
operator. 

They argue that the co- 
operative is just cutting 
collection costs to the big: 
time speculators in carvings 
and it has not led to an 
improvement in the lot of the 
carver. Those who are paid 
according to the number they 
carve a day have not had their 
payments changed at all. 

‘The others who have a daily 
wage have only had marginal 
increases in their pay. 

What is unique in 
Wamunyu these days is the 
attempt to break from the 
bind imposed by the ecology 
of the region. The people are 
becoming better farmers and 
are seeking modern 
technology to break the bind 
from ail corners of the 
republic. 
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Take Mr. Black. Three 


‘years ago, he opened up what 


was a wilderness. But he did 
it in fantastic style. He 
imported the biggest earth 
moving machines in the 
country and bulldozed all his 
land on the banks of the Athi. 
Of course he was born in the 
sandy parts of the location. 
He lived there for the better 
part of 40 years and then 
decided to relocate. He is now 
growing all sorts of crops. His 
mellous go to Europe. A crop 
called Kalela goes to south- 
east Asia and oranges are 
eaten all over Kenya. 

At times he has had more 
than 60 people working for 
him. He has generated 
employment in an area where 
there was none. His innova- 
tions, though, are not likely to 
be of lasting impact on the 
location since they are so very 
high technology-based and 
beyond the means of most of 
the farmers in the region. 

Clearly not everybody in 
the region can afford to pump 


wate? from the Athi within 
nine-inch pipes and at the 


‘rate of 220 thousand gallons 


an hour which is the basis of 
Black’s operations. 

Mr. Mujomba has done 
much better with respect to 
innovations being adapted by 
the wider public. Since the 
“famine of cassava” 1947 he 
has not bought food. He has 
managed to grow enough 
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maize and beans for 
subsistence and the market. 
Since then he has bred his 
unique strain of maize which 
succeeds even with as little as 
20 inches rainfall. 

As far as beans are concer- 
ned, he plants the recommen- 
ded one-month species. 
About six years ago, 
Mujomba decided that he 
was to go heavily into milk 
production. Experts had for 
many years argued that grade 
cows would never survive at 
Wamunyu. They claimed 
that there was not enough 
rain for good leys to: be 
established. This has not only 
been proved nonsensical by 
Mujomba but has led to as 
many as 100 families getting 
so encouraged that they have 
their own animals. : 

They do not just have some 
low class grade cows. They 
have some of the best Frie- 
sians. Through Mujomba 
they got information from a 
man who has the best_herd in 
Machakos. The man used to 
be a chief milker on settler’s 
farm. He is now an 
acknowledged expert and has 
won all sorts of awards in 
national shows. Since there is 
surplus milk in the area, there 
is now a dairy. The shop sells 
milk to the region and at 
times the milk is sold as far 
away as Kitui. 

Land reclamation has been 
seen as a problem in very 
many parts of the republic. 
This has attracted the atten- 
tion of many people in the 
area. 

The red soils errode very 
easily if overgrazed. The most 


important innovations have 
been done by some new 
migrants into the area. They 
pioneered the new system of 
only pruning the wait-a-bit 
trees which dominate the 
river bank. The terribly 
erroded areas under the trees 
have been able to recover 
easily and rapidly without 
any further management. Of 
course there has been a reduc- 
tion in the stock. 

As far as grasses are concer- 
ned the migrant farmers have 
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established that the 
traditional grasses are as 
good, if not better, than the 


artificial grasses bought from 
the Ministry of Agriculture. 


_ Mujomba was instrumental 
in extending some of these 
crazy activities which were 
pioneered by the migrants. 
Most of the people in the red 
zone are now practising these 
techniques for improving: 
pasture. It is hoped that they 
will also adopt Mujomba’s 
grade cows. 


About social life? Well, 
that is something else. Some 
years ago, the town was widely 
known for the parties thrown 
by ivory smugglers. That was 
in the 0 pty ay beg it — 
supposed to be the smuggling 
capital of the country. Tat is 
all history now and the 
famous Bahati Bar, is now 
just a rural bar. Of course, on 
market days — Tuesday and 
Friday — the promenade 
takes place. It is not quite 
organised hut if you have a 
good guide you can see all the 
key actors. They go round the 
market place hoping for the 
return of the 1970s swinging 
days. For the more sedate the 
environs of the town offer four 
churches. They range all the 
way from the night trombone 
beaters to those who have 
traditional-solemf liturgy. 


The ‘sociology of the loca- 
tion is not-any different from 
the rest of the district. There, 
however, is this veneer of 
fareign orientation which can 
be seen by the historical role 
of the carver traveller and the 
ivory boom years. For some 


reason there is always the 


feeling that one is in a large 
town-throughout the location. 

This gives the location a 
cosmopolitan flare. They, 
however, hold on to traditions 
some of which cannot be 
found in the rest of the dis- 
trict. 

Consider the following tow. 
Every September all those 
who come from the Kisau 
area are obligated to 
slaughter an ox for the family 
and friends to eat. The prac- 
tice goes back to another area 
when the sacrifice was tied to 
meaningfut rituals. Today it 
is being challenged by the 
young who do not see why 
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they should lack school fees so 
that their parents can meet 
their ritual obligations. 

At the same time there is 
the concern of collective 
sacrifices for rain. In the past 
all the mathembo .— 
sacrificial groves — had the 
proper rituals performed at 
the correct times. This is no 
longer the case. Elders are 
convinced that this accounts 
for the recurrent droughts. 

Bureaucracy has come to 
the location. Bureaucrats are 
to be found in the town 
waiting for wananchi to come 
and beg them to do things for 
them. They are provincial 
administration types of, 
admittedly, the lowest levels. 

The rural development 
types are the most interestirig 
ones. Some officers have for 
two years been supervising 
new ploughs. But even though 
the new ploughs are better 
than the old one, not a single 
one has been bought in the 
whole location. The 
bureaucrats sit and wait, sit 
and wait for Godot — but the 
neople have never heard of 
either Godot or the ploughs. 


The vets and agricolas are 
something else. They charge 
to imseminate your cow, to. 
mark the bench terraces anc 
to get the fertilisers. This is 
actiies new. It is like that in 
many places. 


These are glimpses of a 
location intended to show 
that there is more than 
carvings in Wamunyu. 











CITY COUNCIL FACES SH. 86M. DEFICIT

The Natrobs City Council began 
1982 with an estimated defice of 
Sh. 86 million, and to balance its 
budget it had to increase rents, 
rates, fees and charges or simply 
cut down on its proposed expen- 
diture according to a report by 
the General Purposes Committee. 
The report says that the council 
has for successive years been 
spending more money than it was 
receiving. 

“The council has only been 
able to keep operating in this 
situation by eontiquslly using 
surplus water monies which not 
only contravenes agreements 
with the World Bank but is bad 


financial practice,” the report. 


says. 
The report, which was adopted 
by a full council meeting _on 
sday, warns that if the coupci} 
continues this way the remairfing 
surplus water cash will be 
exhausted. 
‘it is, therefore, now 
imperative that the council 
approaches 1982 with a-sensible 
and realistic budget which not 
only balances but shows a 
surplus’, the report says. 

‘According to the report, City 
Hall will require about £21,200,100 
this year to provide services. 
This representa an increase of 
15.8 per cent over last year. 

The increase in expenditure is 
due to pay awards to the staff, 
staff increments, -increase in 
interest charge for further use of 
water funds and other net 


increases on expenditure, the 
report says. 

Grants from the Government 
for this year are estimated at 
£5,613,000, it continues. 

And to finance this years 
expenditure, the réport says, the 
council can either increase fees 
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and other charges On the 
proposed expenditure. 
ith increased fees and 
charges the council will be able vo 
raise an additional £1,600,008. 
Under the already approved 
valuation. roll .the, eeuncil will 
raise £11,320,000, an increase of 
10.6 per cent over rate income 
received last yeur. , 
The report. notes that. rents 
were last reviewed in 1973 and 
since then maintenance and 
costs had escalated. The result 
was that the ‘‘pooled rented 
housing account has accum 
a deficit of £1,700,000 as at 
December 31, 1981", the report 


The 

report laments that the 
recommended increases in ‘rents 
were still below market value. 

The rent increases will: ear 
City Hall an additional 
£1,509,027 annually and if im- 
plemented from March 1, this 
year, the council would get 
£1,257,520. 

The report says City Hall will 
get an additional income of about 
£296,000 from water sales this 
year. But it notes that the quan- 
tity of water produced is ‘mot 
expected to increase very much'in 
1982. 

“There is slight hope that the 
present production level of 29 
million gallons a day will be 
augmented by about 2 million 
gallons a‘day in around June 
1982"’, the report says. 

The total revenue from water 
sales has been estimated to be 
about £9,152,700, a figure slightly 
higher than last year’s which was 
£7,848, 300. . 

“The increase has been 
brought about by the anticipated 
additional water production and 
an assumption that a moderate 
increase of water charges will be 
sanctioned in the first quarter of 
1982’’, the report says. 
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BANK STAFF IN STRIKE WARNING

WORKERS in the entire 
banking industry will go 
on strike from March 24 
unless three banks imple- 
ment 1979 Industrial 
Court award on long 
service increments. 


The strike notice was issued by 
the secretary-general of the 


Kenya Union of Commercial, 


F and Allied Workers, Mr. 
Sammy Muhanji, in a letter to 


‘the Minister for Labour. 


The letter, dated March 3; 
said: “‘We do aereby serve you 
with 21 days’ notice in accor- 
dance with the Trade Dispute Act 
Chapter 234 to withdraw 
employees of the banking 
industry for the three or more 
members having failed to imple- 
ment the Industrial Court Award 
No. 54 of 1979. 


“In that the Kenya Commercial 


Bank, Barclays Bank of Kenya 
and Algemene Bank Nederland 


having failed to implement the 
award on long service increment 
to the subordinate staff.” 

Mr. Muhanji said that his 
union had approached the banks 
individually and the bankers 
association, but that both had 
turned a deaf ear to the issue. 

Mr. Muhanji's letter warned: 
“If we do not sort out these dif- 
ferences within 21 days after 
receipt of this letter, the whole 
banking industry shall go on 
strike without any further 
reference to you.” 

The letter is copied to all bank 
stewards, bank employers, the 
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executive officer of the Federa- 
tion of Kenya Employers and the 
general secretary of the Central 
Organisation of Trade Unions. 

When the Nation got in touch 
with the Algemene Bank, it was 
referred to a Mr. C. A. Agego at 
the Kencom House who was said 
to be the spokesman of the 
bankers association. But efforts 
to reach him were fruitless. 

In October last year, a crucial 


meeting was held to stop a 
threatened natioriwide strike by 
8.000 emplovees. 

The meeting was convened in a 
bid to resolve a dispute between 
the workers’ union and the mana- 
gement of the Bank of Baroda. — 

But employees of the bank in 
Nairobi, before the end of the 
year, went on a week's strike after 
a long simmering dispute with 
the workers claiming that the 
management had been victimis- 
ing them and that some senior 
expatriate employees had been 
indulging in malpractices. 

The management dismissed 
the allegations. ‘ 

And on December 16, the 
Government appointed a three- 
member independent committee 
to investigate workers’ com- 
plaints. 

In a dramatic turn, the 
management of the bank early 
this year accused six of its 
employees of defrariding the bank 
of 19,085/30 through the medigat 
scheme. 
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WHEAT AID PLEDGED BY BRITISH

BRITISH Foreign Secretary Lord Carrington and . 


Finance Minister Arthur Magugu yesterday signed 
an agreement under which Britain will supply 
Kenya with 5,000 tons of wheat under the Britis 
aid programme. 

Lord Carrington said at a press conference in 
Nairobi the wheat would be sold in Kenya market 
and the funds raised would be used on develop- 
ment projects. ' 

The Minister said British aid to Kenya since 
independence amounted to over £300 million. 

The food aid programme, Lord Carrington said, 
was proof of Britain's intent to help Kenya at a 
time of economic need. 

‘Britain aware of Kenya's efforts to 
strengthen her agricultural sector and boost food 
production and aid is intended to help bridge the 
gap between a temporary shortage and Kenya's 
plans for the future,” he added. 

Lord Carrington paid tributes to President Moi 
for managing the affairs of the Organisation of 
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African Unity (OAU) well. ~ 

He said the visit had given him opportunity to 
discuss with Kenyan leaders several issues. 

The Minister said he was impressed with the 

rogress on the Thuchi-Nkubu road, into which 
ritain has pumped sterling £13.66 million. 

The road, he said, provided for a realignment of 
the Upper Embu/Meru road between Nkubu and 
Runyenjes. 

Rough terrain makes it one of the most expen- 
sive roads, in terms of cost per kilometre. that 
Britain has ever funded. 

Lord Carrington said the visit to South Africa by 
a British cricket team had affected-the British 
Government. , 

He said proposals by the Western Contact 
Group on Namibia were complicated. 

The Contact Group, he said, was keen on having 
a peaceful solution to Namibia’s struggle for 
independence. 

“We are doing our best to make sure the 
proposals are understood,” he added. 
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NEW MINISTERS FACE TOUGH LAND ISSUES

LAND is not only a national obsession but it has always 
had the makings of a powder keg. This must have been 
the major reason for setting up a new Ministry of Lands, 
Settlement and Physical Planning headed by Mr. G.G. 
Kariuki, a Minister with considerable experience in land 
matters. 

What is clear is the need to have one body responsible 
for all aspects of land administration. The serious issue is 
not just registration, but harmonising the sometimes 
conflicting approaches to the use of land. ; 


The Ministry will have to handle the transfer of. 


agricultural land to the new or expanding local 
authorities for urban use. This will not be an easy task 
since we have yet to convince the bulk of the population 
that the re-zoning of land for public use — road, 
hospitals, factories etc. — should be given priority over 
.wnership and right of use. 

Owners of land in new municipalities end up losers 
since compensation has not kept up with inflation, 
therefore the mwananchi who has to move cannot buy 
himself a new plot. 

As they get out of the land system they are more cften 
than not forced to become squatters. The lot of squatters 
is unenviable. Yet the system keeps on producing 
landless faster than they can be resettled. 

Much evidence has been published over the last 
month, but we are sure it is only the tip of the iceberg, 
Only a few cases are reported in the papers, but one hears 
of many more. : 

The privatisation of land in districts which have not 
had land registration (either in the form of individual 
tenure or group ranches), the setting up of new towns, 
and the transfer of state lands to individual tenure or 
renting is generating many landless. 

These are problems the new Ministry and Minister 
must address themselves to. To do that effectively the 
Minister will not only have to co-ordinate his depart- 
ments but will have to question the land system and the 
instruments we have governing it. 
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"Hard Task Facing New Ministers"] 


_ For example do we need. to continue with the 
individual title and the group titles to land when we 
know that the group ranches are all being privatised 
rapidty by those powerful enough to reject the com- 
munities who have title to them? 

Do we need to continue the mythof not sub—dividing 
the former large-scale farms when their land use patterns 
show that they are already sub—divided? 

Do we need to continue the national credit system 
which is totally dependent on having title to some land 
somewhere when we know that it ultimately forces land 
out of the hands of the poor? 

There also seems to be a reversion to the notion of 
tribal lands if one looks carefully at the squatters being 
ejected. Is this in keeping with the needs of creating an 
integrated nation where tribe will not continue to be the 
avenue to land? 

Finally do we. continue to allow people to hoard land 
while they do not use it for production and there are 
landless people in. the country who could use it for 
subsistence? 











FUTURE OF PYRETHRUM LOOKS UNCERTAIN

JUST over a week ago, several hundred members oi 
the Limuru Pyrethrum Growers Society were dis- 
persed from the society’s premises by riot police 
when a meeting turned riotous. The. farmers had 
demanded to know how their society’s affairs were 


being run. Among the sore -points was. non- 


payments for their crop. 

In Nyandarua District, pyrethrum production 
is reporte: to have fallen to its lowest levels since 
1974. And in Nakuru and Kisii districts pyrethrum 
farmers have threatened to uproot the crop,’ 
mepeten they have not been paid for the past five 
months 


Farmers are probably the only workers in 


Kenya who have to wait for months before they can 
reap the fruits of their sweat. Too often one hears of 
delays in payments to coffee farmers. Even more 
frequent are similar complaints against the Kenya 
Co-operative Creameries which pays dairy farmers. 

The problem of pyrethrum farmers seems to be 
getting out of hand. They are normally paid 
monthly for their flower deliveries by the 
Pyrethrum Board of Kenya. Failure to pay them for 
five months has caused the farmers considerable 
inconvenience and financial embarrassment. The 
farmers are expected to feed their families, educate 
their children and repay loans whose interest 
accumulates with every passing day. 

The hitterness of the farmers has been 
aggravated by the attitude of the Pyrethrum Board 
towards the problem. For the first three months or 
so, the board remained silent to demands for an 
explanation. Then when the farmers began 
threatening to uproot their crop the board began 
appealing to them to be more understanding about 
the economic problems facing the country, saying 
the operations of the board cipennes on the local 
market. 


"Uncertain Future for Pyrethrum"] 


That was not being truthful with the farmers, 
for Kenya exports 90 per cent of all the pyrethrum 
produced in the country. Only 10 per cent is 
utilised locally by local insecticide manufacturers 
and other industries. 

The board must have realised the ring of 
falsehood in that explanation for it quickly turned 
around to claim it was experiencing some com- 
plications in selling the crop in the international 
markets. 

The future-of natural pyrethrins (the extracts 
from pyrethrum ilower) as the main base for most. 
‘safe insecticides in the world has been made uncer- 
tain in the past few years by two major factors. 

First, almost every known pest in the 
developed world has become increasingly resistant 
to natural pyrethrins. But even more threatening to 
the future of pvrethrum is the possibilitv of mass 
production of safe and effective synthetic 
pyrethrins now heing developed bv scientists in 
such countries as Britain. Kenya produces 80 per 
cent of all the world’s pyrethrum. 

The possibility that Kenya was experiencing 
problems selling all the pyrethrum produced by 
farmers was first publicly suspected in May last 
year when an Asgjstant Minister tor Agriculture, 
Mr. Livingstone Marita, told Parliament that there 
was n-» need for farmers to grow any more 
pyretheum because “‘there was nowhere to take it”’. 

Mr. Marita later back-peddled on this and 
issued a -clarification saying the Government’s 
policy was to encourage farmers to expand the 
acreage planted with pyrethrum, and “especially 
the sn acre of pyrethrum with high pyrethrin 
content”’ 

The non-payment of farmers for wits a long time has 
streigthened the -uspicion that Mr. Marita’s first state- 
ment was represer.: ative of the Government stand on the 
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vroduction of the .rop. Unless the Pyrethrum Board is 
nexplicably holding back farmers money. it seems safe. 
. assume that it is now telling the truth when it says it is 
e: periencing problems in selling the available crop. In 
the meantime, some Government officials are still going 
around the country lamenting the drop in the crop’s: 
production and urging farmers to grow more. For what? 

If the country cannot sell the crop, its production 
should be discouraged or at least controiled. Pyrethrum 
earns Kenya about Sh. 200 million in foreign exchange 
annually, compared to Sh. 1.9 billion from coffee. This 
foreign exchange is badly needed. But if it can no longer 
be forthcoming, the farmers should be informed to 
release the land planted with the crop for other profitable 
uses. 
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FISHERIES GET SH. 200M. LOAN

of Sh. 200 million for the development of 
fisheries in the whole of Kenya, the 
senior fisheries officer based in Kisumu, 
Mr. Abuga Moire, has said. 


Closing a seminar for the management commit 
tee of fishermen’s co-operative societies in South 
Nyanza District, Mr. Abuga said that the funds 


will help reduce the management deficiencies in 
the co-operative societies. 

The main objective is to increase the income of 
fishermen by increasing production and  ‘sr—e 
storage and preservation facilities, hesaid. . 

Mr. Abuga, who was accompanied by Homa Bay 
assistant co-operative officer, Mr. George Owuoth, 
said that powered sail boats will be provided for 
transport and fishing activities to enable fisher- 
men to go into deeper waters where resources were 


still abundant. 

He said that insulated vehicles 
for transporting ice to landing 
beaches and collect fish for the 
chill rooms in Homa Bay will also 
be provided as part of the 
marketing strategy.” : 

Fianked by the fisheries officer, 
Mr. Aggrey Busiecka, Mr. Abuga 
added that during 1980 out of 218 
metnc tonnes valued at Sh.

He accused Mumias Sugar 
Factory management of raising 
transport cost of raw cane after 
President Moi had ordered a 20/- 
increase per ton only. 

‘A good example is that on 
December 12 last year. our Presi- 
dent who was already aware of 
the problems facing cane farmers 
raised the cane price by 20/- per 
ton. This did not take a week 
before transport was also 
increased by 14/- per ton, so the 
farmer was left with almost 
nothing considering the losses he 
had heen getting previously,” Mr. 
Wasiche added.

“I sometimes wonder whether 
these people are true Kenyans. 
Do thev really like their coun- 
try?” President Mos asked. 

‘Those who know better are 
cheating. They are not assisting 
our economy, at all,” he said. | 

President Moi was addressing 
members of the Asian community 
and the National Chamber of 
Commerce and eee who 
were called to State House, 
Nairobi in the afternoon. 

The President called on all 
patriotic Kenyans to unite in 
fighting all social evils that afflict 
the country, including smuggling 


of currency, hoarding and the 
like. 

“All Kenyans should expose 
the few greedy people who want 
to tarnish the country’s gvod 
name,” he told them. 

And added: “I know and | have 
written evidence on some people 
who claim to be religious and 
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write letters to people for collec- 
tion of money for bogus projects. 
This money never goes to those- 
proiects but is smuggled out of 
the country.’ 

The President revealed that he 
had received a letter from a 
patnot of Asian origin indicating 
that one single Asian community, 
called the Khoja Shia Ithna- 
Asheri Jamaat, hi i smuggled out 
of Kenya Sh. 120 million during 
the year ending July, 1981. 

According to the sources, the 
Asian community had been 
appointed to collect religious tax 
from the Shias and send it to Iraq 
or deposit it in the priest’s 
account in a London bank. The 
collection was termed as Khums 
namely 20 per cent of income of. 
each Shia throughout the 
country. 

The sources continued to say 
that the smuggler travelled to the 
United Kingdom, Iran, Pakistan 
and India on his evil missions, 
dressed as a priest with turban 
and flowing robes. “The smuggler 
is beyond suspicion and has n 


a well-known resident of Mom- 
basa,’ the source added. 


Another method used in the 
smuggling racket is by certain 
families sending their assets out 
of the country through shadowy 
business dealings such as 
exporting and commodities 
from Kenya at reduced prices and 
in large measure to their relatives 
abroad. ‘““They mark superior 
quality items as mferior,” the 
source said. 

President Moi pointed out that 
he would not hesitate to attack 
such people regardless of their

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MOT CAUTIONS AGAINST MISINTERPRETING HIM

[Text] President Moi yesterday warned those who discredited the Government by 
distorting his well-intended instructions that they faved severe punishment. 


President Moi said his persistent preaching of peace, love and unity had been mis- 
interpreted by few people to mean weakness. 


Noting that his preaching about peace, love and unity for the last three years had 
not been heeded by some people, the President said it was time for him to take 
swift and stern action against those who did not toe the line. 


"Let no one make a mistake and think that I need his advice in ruling this coun- 
try", he added. He said he is determined to rid this nation of corruption and 
related evils. 


The President pointed out that when he recently advised that squatters living along 
the forests be involved and integrated in the re-afforestation programmes, some 
people went as far as chasing away those squatters. "How can anyone chase people 
from where they get their livelihood?" President Moi asked. 


Some of those people, the President went on, even chased away cattle. "Are cattle 
involved in felling trees?" he wondered. 


The President was addressing a delegation from Baringo District which called on 
him at his Kabarak home led by an Assistant Minister for Co-operative Development, 
Mr. Henry Cheboiwo, who is also the Baringo North MP. 


He said what he was against of was indiscriminate cutting and burning of forests. 


President Moi further said it was still in order for wananchi to seek for firewood 
from forests through the proper channels. 


The President pointed out that he was the only ruler in Kenya and that nobody shouid 
claim that they help me to rule. "That is my responsibility", he said. 


President Moi also warned that he could never compromise with anybody as far as the 
welfare of the people were concerned. Explaining that no single person could claim 
a monopoly of knowledge, President Moi urged leaders to pool together their indivi- 
dual talents to enhance development and people's welfare. 
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Leaders should not harbour hatred among themselves, he advised adding that all the 
16 million people in Kenya should see fairplay in practice. 


He urged leaders to put the interests of the wananchi first and theirs last. 


On the financial mismanagement in the co-operative movement, President Moi said 


some people in the movement were complaining now that the new Commissioner Alfrik 
Birgen was straightening it up. 


"These people are complaining because the loopholes they were using to dishonestly 
acquire money from the co-operators are being sealed up", he said, adding, "The 


Commissioner has the support of all Kenyans in cleaning up this mess. Let them 
leave him alone". 


Intimating that some people in the movement were getting as much as 100,000/- per 
month as salaries, the President wondered whether such people had ary heart or 
regard for fairplay. 


"Do they really have any qualms about engaging in such selfish and self-centred 
dealings?" he asked. 


On the recent census of teachers in the Ministry of Basic Education, the President 
revealed that 5,037 fraudulent cases all over the country had been discovered. 
Rift Valley Province alone accounted for 1,900 cases, he said.

Alarmea by this, the Minister

He noted that the Government very 
much.appreciated the contribution played 
by matatus in national development, and 
added that all that needed was for 
matatu owners to maintain their matatus 
properly and to respect passenger lives in 
allaspects. — 


He stressed the need for regular inspec- 
tion of matatus, and warned against 
overloading, over-using drivers, bribing 
the police and employing young and inex- 
perienced drivers. 


The matatu owners who had gathered 
in Nairobi from all corners of the country 
accepted the Minister's remarks and 
pledged to adhere to his advice.

Another director, Mr. Waigwa 
Wachira, told a crowd of about 
500 people who had come to see 
the rehearsals that university 
care takers had been instructed to 
close the educatjon theatre. 

Mr. Wachira~ however

In terms of money, the bogus 
teachers had lost the Government 
Sh. 5,924,47850 in December. 
Assuming that the non-existent 
teachers had been paid for the 
whole year, the Government had . 
lost Sh. 71,093,736 during 1981. 

The Minister said some of the 
non-existent teachers could have 
died long ago or were from the 
counting exercise in February. 

Prof. Ng’eno said a total of 
106,579 teachers were physically 
counted; 4,583 were shown on 
payroll, but not counted making 
a difference of 514 teachers from 
the Teachers Service Com- 
mission's establishment figure. 
The national total was 111,676 
teachers, he said. 

After several revisions, he said, 
the number of bogus teachers in 
the eountry stood at 4,097. Prof. 
Ng’eno said the revision was 
carried out after some absent 


teachers turned up and those on. 
maternity leave included.

COTU RENT DEADLINE--The Central Organisation of Trade Unions (COTU) yesterday askec 
the Nairobi City Council to cancel the new rents or face court action. A notice 
taken to City Hall by Cotu's assistant secretary-general, Mr. Jacob Ochino, said 
that the council had failed to take into account the welfare and interest of ten- 
ants, rate payer, and the public when increasing the rents. According to the no- 
tice, the council did not exercise discretion when approving the new rents and 
exceeded its statutory powers. "The decision to increase the rents is therefore 
null and void and of no legal effect,'' the notice says. The notice signed by Mr. 
R. QO. Kwach of Hamilton Harrison and Mathews, a Nairobi law firm, adds that the 
rents rise was "arbitrary, unreasonable, improper and unlawful". The Cotu notice 
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challenges the validity of the notices which City Hall served on its tenants telling 
them to pay the increased rents by February 28 or lose their houses. "Unless the 
council withdraws these notices on or before 12 noon Friday an application will be 
made to the High Court for an injunction restraining the council and its officers 
from enforcing the tenancy notices", it said. It states that under the current 
economic situation, the extent of the increases could not be justified. [Text]

RAILWAY STRIKE THREAT--Railways and Harbours Union, Mombasa branch officials have 
threatened to take industrial action unless 10 members of the union allegedly de- 
clared redundant wrongfully were reinstated within a week. The officials claimed 
that the employees all working under the District Civil Engineer department were 
employed in May 1980, as wages staff and were declared redundant wrongfully on 
November 1, last year. "There has not been any reason given by the District Civil 
Fngineer (DCE). The union had twice initiated negotiations with the engineer to 
find out the reasons for the action but in both occasions he failed to turn up", 
said Mr. Gabriel Githinji, the union's branch secretary.

“We were even promised 
our freedom once we sign 
the documents.” 

Alex Kamaunju, 28, 
formerly employed by 
Bariows Tractor Company 
and Arnois Hans, whose 
age was also given as 28, 
formerly of Windhoek 
Maschinenfabrik were 


charged of having comn- 
travened Article 4 of Law 
34 dated 1955. 

According to the charge. 
sheet they unlawfully aided 
persons to leave the 
country without passports 
on January 17 near Grob- 
belaarsrus in the Gobabis 
district. 

At the beginning of the 
trial the Public Prosecutor, 
Mr L R Fischer asked the 
Magistrate to change the 
charge sheet.to read ‘aided 
persons in Katutura in the 
Windhoek district.” P 

Originally there were 
four accused in the case, 
but charges were 
withdrawn against Mr 
Moses Tjiramba, 35, a 
general labourer living in 
the Epukiro Reserve and 
Mr Emmanuel Muatara, 
38, whose position was 
given as 2 Windhoek 
teacher. The Attorney- 
General, in Windhoek, Mr 
Don Brunette instructed 
that the two men should 
not be prosecuted. 

The case of the State 
was based on the arrest of 
four persons, three women 
and a man, near the 

Botswana border on 
Janwary 21.

LOST DIRECTION 

According to them they 
lost direction 
wandered aimlessly.

men and others, she re- 
jected the contents of the 
statement. : 

Hiskia said Sergeant 
Van Zy), a member of the 
Gobabis Security Police 
and also the Investigating 
Officer in the case bribed 
them by ‘offering me lots 
of money and promised me 
even my freedom if I 
signed the statement which 
he had drafted’.

After the witness was 
declared as hostile to the 
State by the Court, the 
prosecutor cross-examined 
her. 

Hiskia said under cross- 
examination by Mr Fishcer 
that she prized her freedom 
more than that of the ac- 
cused men.

“The Security Police of- 
ficer wrote the statement 
himself and sked me to 
sign. He threatened me and 
said that if I did not then 
my sentence in the 
Gobabis prison wiii be ex- 
tented and that I would be 
tortured,” she claimed 
yesterday. 


When Advocate Anton 
Lubowski, for the defence, 
asked her what she wanted 
the Court to believe, Hiskia 
replied her evidence in 
Court should be taken as 
the truth.

N democracies the worid over, the law 
protects the right of employees to | 
organise and bargain collectively with | 
their employers. 

Nigeria is no exception to this practice, 
which essentially helps to remove 
some sources of industrial unrest and 
conflict, by resolving differences over 
wages and working conditions, among | 
other issues. 

Experience has, however, proved. that 
this right has been seriously abused in 
this country, often resulting in untold 
hardship and inconveniences to the’ 
public. 

Aimost without exception, every strike or 
industrial action in the country since 
May of last year, had been embarked 
upon in total disregard of the existing 
regulations. it does not seem to have 
occurred to the union leaders who 
called out their members at short 
notice, that the ultimatum issued by 
them can not serve as the green light 
for them to proceed on strike. 

Unions are expected by law to declare a 
trade dispute; inform the Ministry of 
Labour accordingly, after which the 
due processes of conciliation, media- 
tion, arbitration and litigation can: 
follow, where necessary. 

Alternatively, in the event of an industrial 
dispute which may harm the nation's 
safety, the Minister of Labour Employ- 
ment and Productivity could set up a 
commission of inquiry to by-pass the 
Industrial Arbitration Panel. 

More importantly, the Trade Disputes Act 
covering essential services of 1977, 
made it categorically clear that certain

-_ employees in services considered 
essential, such as the National Electric 
Power Authority (NEPA) and Water- 
works, are NOT supposed to go on 
strike, even after the 15-day notifica- 
tion of their grievances to their mana-

There is a dire need for workers to reco- 
gnise that strikes should always remain 
a last resort for securing redress of 
their grievances with employers and 
that in any case they must at a!l times 
allow the rule of law to govern their 
actions. 


_ There is no gainsaying the fact that these 


sporadic strikes or industrial disputes 
on the flimsiest excuses and in total 
disregard of legal and labour proce- 
UUures, wie ..dt do this nation any good 
whatsoever. 

We are convinced that democracy, which 
this country has fully embraced, ought 
not be so blafantly threatened by 
a few people who violate the law 
whenever they please in the name of 
industrial action. No society can 
accommodate this type of situation. 


Legality apart, considerations of national 
economic well-being recommend a 
change in the behaviour of industrial 
unions and their leaders. At a time 
when all hands are needed on deck for 
the baking of a larger national cake to 
the benefit of all, a constant disruption 
of economic activities and development 
trend in the country can only be 
counter-productive and have the most 
unsalutary effect on the nation and 
people. It will definitely back-fire on 














both the groups striking as well as the 
system they are striking against if such 
4a condition is allowed to drag on 
unchecked. 


The spirit of national! consciousness must 
guide jabour leaders in determining at 
what stage the strike weapon can be 
correctly exploited with greater results. 
Those who have been entrusted with 
the leadership of industrial unions need 
to avoid recklessness in calling on their 
workers to go on strike. This attitdte 
becomes even more imperative for 
employees in the essential services. 


It has now become more than ever before 
absolutely necessary for government 
to take practical and strict steps in 
dealing with reckless industrial actions 
by trade unions. Laws are made to be 
obéyed and enforced, and this is why 
effective legal! actions have to be initia- 
ted against those who flagrantly violate 
industrial procedures to embark on 
strikes with reckless abandon. In fact, 
there is need also for a contigency plan 
by government for running essential 
services in periods of industrial emer- 
gency. 


The National Assembly had a crucial role 
to play in this respect and ought, th:ere- 
fore, to get to work on this all-import- 
ant issue in the interest of industrial 
stability and economic progress. 


Moreover, the present situation of labour 
unions getting involved in obviously 
illegal strikes requires a stricter legis- 
lative prescription and a more rigid_ 
enforcement of the laws govern.1g 
labour-management relations by the 
executive. There is every need for it to 
be made abundantly clear that it is 
indeed criminal for workers in the 
essential services to go on strike in 
any ci cumstance, not to talk of using 
flimsy excuses to push the workers into 
ill-conceived actions.

SOUTH AFRICA’S elite airborne 
corps, 1 Parachute Battalion, comes 
of age on April 1 after 21 years of dis- 
tinguished service which includes 
every major operation undertaken by 
the Defence Force since the last 
1960s. 

The anniversary celebrations will 
kick off on Saturday, March 27, when 
the battalion excercises its Freedom 
of Bloemfontein, received in 1973. 

On Sunday a massive church par- 
ade will be held, followed on Thurs- 
day, the battalion's officin! birthday, 
by the unveiling of a memorial to the 
nine members of the battalion killed 
in action. 

The battalion will also troop the 
colours, a ceremony which has not 
been done since 1969 when they were 
received. 





The most spectacular 
event will be on April 2 
when 500 parahats and 
former parahats will 
tnke part in amass jump 
over Bloemfontein, the 
largest ever attempted 
in South Africa. 

One plane will carry 
all former commanding 


officers and regimental 
sergeant majors: The 
present sergeant major 
of the army Warrant Of- 
ficer J Frasmus, was 
previously the bat- 
talion's RSM. 

The battalion was 
founded in 1961 when 15 
founding members re- 
turned from Britain 
where they had com-

VOICE-PRINT EXPERT--Another important milestone in crime prevention was reached in 
South Africa with the appointment of the first qualified speech analyst, Dr Len 
Jansen (43), to the forensic laboratory with the rank of colonel. According to 

Dr Jansen "voice-prints" are probably as unique as fingerprints. He bases his 
analysis on a combination of physiological factors and learned or acquired features 
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[of] speech. However, he says that it is far more complex and that it sometimes 
takes up to two weeks before he can positively give a ruling. While working as a 
speech analyst at the CSIR he assisted the police in a number of cases. The most 
recent being a bomb treat trial at Kemptom Park where judgment has been postponed.

BERTRAND TRIAL--Bulawayo.--Dr Frank Bertrand planned to blow up all road and rail 
links in Matabeleland except those with South Africa, it was alleged in the Bula- 
wayo high court. Detective Sergeant Jerome Ndhlovu, of the Bulawayo CID, was giv- 
ing evidence in the trial of Dr Bertrand, his son, Mr Stephen Francis Bertrand, 

Mr Victor Samuel Radmore and Mr Allen Richard Cauvin. The four have denied con- 
spiring to commit acts of terrorism or sabotage between July and November last 
year. They have also denied possessing arms of war, offensive weapons and offen- 
sive materials. The court heard Sergeant Ndhlovu was one of six people "in the 
pay of the government" who went to a meeting at Dr Bertrand's house in November 
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last year. "Dr Bertrand spread two maps out and pointed at bridges and main roads 
from Matabeleland to Mashonaland," Sergeant Ndhlovu said. "He instructed us that 
he wanted these bridges blown up so as to cut all links whether rail or road from 
Matabeleland to Mashonaland."
